‘iReport of the Schools. 


Number 1. In this division three terms have been held, two 
of eleven weeks each and one of eight weeks, all three terms 
taught by Miss Bertha L. Dame.“{Miss Dame is an experienc- 
ed and conscientious teacher. She puts both{method and good 
sense into her work, and is also a®good disciplinarian. It is 
needless to say good progress was made in this school. 

Number 2. Three terms in this division,—the spring term 
of thirteen weeks, fall term of 11 weeks, winter term of eight 
weeks, thirty-two weeks in all,—under the supervision of Mrs. 
Susie B. Hurd. Mrs. Hurd is one of our best teachers, and 
praise here would be superfluous. 

Number 4. The spring term of eleven weeks was taught by 
Mr. Carrol D. Safford, who is an experienced and excellent 
teacher. This term was a success. For the fall term Mr. G. 
Arthur Lord of South Berwick, Me., was engaged; a man of 
nine years experience and graduate of the Maine State Normal 
School. In educational qualifications he was well equipped, 
but he failed utterly to gain the good will or even the respect 
of his pupils ; and conditions were such at the end of the sixth 
week that a change of teachers became imperative, and changes 
were made that proved beneficial. Miss Nella A. Welch sub- 
stituted one week, after which Mrs. Cora F. Booth was secured 
to finish out the remaining four weeks. Mrs. Booth has taught 
many terms of school in Lempster and never has failed to give 
satisfaction, and in this instance her strong personality com- 
manded cheerful and immediate obedience from the smaller 
scholars, and very remarkable progress was made for the re- 
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mainder of the term. For the winter term of eight weeks Miss 
Dora M. Howes of Buzzards Bay, Mass., was engaged. She is 
a graduate of Bridgewater Normal School, and had previously 
taught in the training schools of Mass. Her term here passed 
pleasantly, with a fair degree of success,’ and good order main- 
tained. Miss Howes, as she gains in experience, will make an 
excellent teacher. 

Number 5. Both the spring and fall terms were under the 
supervision of Miss Ethel E. Fosburgh of Lacolle, P. Q. Miss 
Fosburgh has had Normal training snd also considerable experi- 
ence in teaching in mixed schools before she came here. Her 
two terms here were a success. She was thorough and system- 
atic in her work, insisting on having her pupils understand per- 
fectly the lesson before going on. Her methods of conducting 
a school are excellent and sound in principle. The order was 
good. The winter term of eight weeks was taught by Miss 
Jessa S. McDaniel of Portsmouth. This teacher gave general 
satisfaction, and the term was a very profitable one. Miss 
McDaniel had had previous experience inthe schools of Kittery, 
Me. She is excellent in discipline and is a well-balanced and 
sensible teacher. | | 


General Remarks. 


The public school is the agent appointed by the state for the 
purpose of preventing ignorauce, raising the standard of moral 
and literary culture, and increasing the general prosperity. It 
tends to make the citizens of the state more orderly, more sub- 
missive to good laws, more independent in political thoughts, 
more charitable, more refined, and creates a higher plane of 
civilization. 

Our public schools, which are the safeguard of the state and 
the champion of our liberties, have been left for a century or 
more very much under the control and management of the towns 
in which they are situated. This order of things, which has 
existed so many years and was all right and gave satisfaction 
in the olden time, has, by the many changes which the years 
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have wrought and the higher education of this century demands, 
become unsatisfactory. We have not space here to enumerate 
the reasons for this dissatisfaction, for they are many; but a 
gradual change of this old relic of procedure is going on in the 
state and it will soon, be a thing of the past. ‘The true friends 
of education, those who have the best interests of New Ham- 
shire at heart, are at work. They see the reforms needed, es- 
pecially in the rural sections, and are earnestly striving by leg- 
islation to root out the evils which cling to the old system and 
introduce the reforms which this age demands. ‘The state, 
by laws pertaining to the public schools which are being enacted 
by every succeeding legislature, will soon assume supreme con- 
trol in the premises and the powers which were formerly dele- 
gated to the towns will soon be of no account. 

When this order of things is brought about, then will follow 
expert supervision and only experienced and trained teachers 
will be employed. Then, and not till then, will the rural school 
be in a position where it can compete successfully with the city 
school. After all this becomes a reality, after we have every- 
thing needed to make the system complete, there will be per- 
sons who will mourn the old district school. We hear the as- 
sertion quite often that the old district school was better than 
the school of today. We know better. The persons who make 
these assertions are no wise qualified to judge in the matter. 
A person, to talk or write intelligently on a subject, must per- 
sonally know something about it. He may live within a stone’s 
throw of a schoolhouse, but if he never crosses its threshold 
he would know little of what is going on inside. The fact is, 
that the old district school was confined to very narrow limits 
compared with the broader lines of work demanded today. In 
the rural schools today will be found better text books, better 
reference books, maps, charts, and other apparatus for study 
and illustration. We do not think we are far out of the way 
in saying the average scholar of 16 years today will rank as high 
or better than one of twenty fifty years ago. We admit that 
bright young men taught school for a few years in the long 
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ago who afterward became famous in history. These teachers 
put a vim into their work that only a voung man determined to 
make his mark in the world can. ‘These young men made good 
teachers ; better than many who teach in the common schools 
today. ‘There was another class of teachers, older men, who 
made a business of teaching ; some of good mental abilities, no 
doubt. ‘They were noted for the ease with which they whipped 
unruly large boys, both severally and collectively, and although 
this program was not carried out every day, it took but slight 
provocation on the part of the pupils to bring it about. This 
reputation for muscular powers, which has come down to us, 
far outshines the nobler qualities they might have possessed. 
One advantage the old-time schvol possessed over the present 
was more interest in the school on the part of parents. This 
interest, which was so universal fifty years ago, and can be ver- 
ified by persons now living, seems to be fast disappearing from 
our midst. Now this is a very important matter, this lack, or 
seeming lack, of interest on the part of parents, especially the 
fathers. We do find the mothers visiting the school, but gen- 
erally not until the last day of the term; but we can recall only 
one occasion of meeting the father of a pupil visiting school in 
several years. Wecanremember occasions forty-five years 
or so ago, when the last day of school came the room would be 
filled with the parents of the children. That is the way it 
should be today. No other interest should be of so much im- 
portance as the intellectual training of children. No other du- 
ties should be allowed to set it aside. It is lack of interest 
at the home that disfigures our registers every term. The child 
is seldom to blame for absent or tardy marks. This evil of ab- 
sent days and tardiness is not the fault of the children but is the 
outcome of your own doubtful interest and indifference at home. 
Let it be remembered by parents that children well governed 
at home rarely, if ever, have any difficulty with teachers in the 
school room. It is the duty of the parents to teach the child- 
ren to be respectful to the teachers and obedient to the rules of 
the school. The idea is prevalent among a few that the teacher 
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has no right to punish the pupil, that the law forbids it. At 
least it looks that way when children tell their teachers ‘‘you 
have no right to whip me, and if you do my father will have you 
arrested ;” and resentment has been shown in numerous in- 
stances when the correction of the teacher has been of the 
slightest. A good school means good order and the authority 
to keep it so; therefore the teacher has undoubtedly the right 
to chastise his pupils for any conduct which interferes with the 
order and discipline of the school; and the law universally 
recognizes the fact that the school teacher stands in the place 
of the parent in relation to the pupils committed to his charge, 
while they are under his care. A teacher must punish a child 
without any ill will, vindictive feeling, hatred or malice. The 
punishment must be adminintered when necessary, and in the 
proper spirit. - When it is known by the child that the teacher 
is supported by the parents and that the government of the 
school is upheld in the home, there is very little occasion for 
corporal punishment. 

We can report a very profitable school year, with 122 weeks 
in all, with schools in four divisions, with an average of 30 1-2 
weeks. 

Nearly all our teachers have had considerable experience, and 
have worked faithfully and intelligently. Only in one school 
has there been any break and this case was soonmended. Our 
schools have a reputation for excellence; they deserve it, and 
have rightly earned it. The record has not been lowered the 
past year, but they still fall far short of what we sometime 
hope to see, and we have no desire to seemingly over praise 
them. 

The donation from the state amounting to $110.29 has been 
received, and it is recommended that in its use we observe the 
spirit of the law from which this appropriation comes. It is in- 
tended to increase the length and efficiency of the schools, and 
not to relieve the town of taxation. ‘The importance of keeping 
up your appropriation is therefore urged upon you, as other 
towns may be considered as more worthy of participation in the 
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benefits of this appropriation in future years. 

The foundation of the school house at the Street has been re- 
paired in a thorough and substantial manner. ‘The interior of 
this house is in bad shape and should be repaired this year, 
New desks have been put in at East Lempster, their cost ex- 
ceeding the appropriation somewhat. It is hoped new desks 
will be put in No. 4 the coming year. Two houses need new 
shingles on one side. ‘The old geographies have been discarded 
for Frye’s later editions, four United States maps have been 
purchased, also two outline maps of the United States and two 
of New Hampshire. 

‘Thanking the citizens for their co-operation and for their 
consideration and charity, we submit our annual report.
